“Come what may, I am through | 
forever marrying divorced people, so | 
help me God,” says the Rev. Russell 
H. Bready, pastor of the West Grand 
Boulevard Methodist church, Detroit, |

The second view, that of the historical school, is the prolific mother of 
all the wild delusions which have periodically afflicted Christendom and ¢s- | 
pecially Protestantism. To this school, all those who. reve against the | 
Catholic Church as “Babylon, " “The Beast,” or “the Whore of the Apoca- 
lypse,” belong. Titus Oates is the great doctor of this school. He wrote that 
marvelous brochure, entitled “The Pope's Warehouse, of, The Merchandise | 
of the Whore of Rome,” duriftg the hectic days of the “Popish Plot.” The 
Russellites and Adventists belong to this group of prophecy interpreters. 
Throughout the whole range of the history of Christendom, from the ascen- 
sion of Christ to the present time, they certainly should be able to find a 
few things which, more or less cleverly dressed out, might explain the mys- 
terious symbols of Daniel and the Apocalypse. 

The third view, that which reserves to the future the fulfillment of 
chapters 4-22 of the Apocalypse, with some minor exceptions, conimends it- 
self to the scholar because of its simplicity. The extravagances of the his- 
torical view, and the resulting disappointments when the course of history | y 
has serenely passed by the fixed dates, are the direct outcome of the task nec- | 
essarily devolving upon the historical school to interpret many of the sym- 
bols in an allegorical, rather than a literal, sense. For instance, one student 
of the historical school may interpret one of the seven seals to mean the in- 
vasion of Rome by the Visigoths. His co-laborer will see in this seal some- 
thing entirely different. The avid imagination may seize upon any one of 
a thousand possible explanations. So, the futurist, wishing to avoid these 
pitfalls, postpones it to an unknown future date. The futurist is much more 
in harmony with the spirit of Our Lord Who said that “no man knoweth 
the day or the hour” of His Second Coming. He adopts from the praeterist | 
what patently had its fulfillment in the first centuries of our Christian era 
and reserves the rest to the future. 

Every solution so far offered, to explain the mysterious number of the 
Beast (Apoc,. 18:18), is unsatisfactory. The Apocalypse is written in Greek, 
yet the Adventists go to the Latin language for their “Vicarius Filii Dei” 
which they, falsely, represent is an inscription on the Pope’s tiara. Others 
go to the Hebrew to find in “Nero Caesar” the letters which, when given 
numerical valuations, total 666. So great has been the confusion resulting 
from attempts to interpret the number that, as Dr. Hitchcock says: “Today, | 
Protestant scholars, such as Dr. Briggs, in his Messiah (p. 224), content 
themselves with pointing obt that 666, compared with 777, is a symbol of 
imperfection, and implies a contrast with Messiah’s number, 888, as given
